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CROSSROADS OF POPULISM-THE CASE OF THE 2020 
LOCAL ELECTIONS IN BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA 


Summary: The aim of this paper is to explore the content of populist dis- 
course in the case of the Municipal elections in Bosnia and Herzegovina in 2020. 
This is done through critical discourse analysis of the relevant political actors in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, drawing on the populist logic approach to populism. 
The analytical sample consists of interviews with the political leaders of major 
Serbian and Bosniak parties, as well as some of the more prominent politicians. 
To be more precise the paper analyzes discourse of: Bakir Izetbegovic, Milorad 
Dodik, Nermin Nik8i¢, Predrag Kojovic, Elmedin Konakovi¢, Branislav 
Borenovic, DraSko Stanivukovic, NebojSa Vukanovic, Srdan Mandi¢, Bogi¢ 
Bogicevi¢ and the High representative Valentin Inzko. Selected interviews were 
held during the Municipal elections in Bosnia and Herzegovina, i.e., the months 
of October and November 2020. My analysis showed that all actors express one 
or multiple forms of populism, the most common of them being national popu- 
lism and pro-state populism. Furthermore, the journalists carrying out the inter- 
views expressed populist discourse, particularly the TV hosts of N1 and Face 
TV. 

Keywords: populism, national populism, founding moment, nation, na- 
tionalism, empty signifier, chain of equivalence 


Introduction 


Bosnia and Herzegovina is a unique case for political scientists. It is a 
country where three nations participate in a power sharing agreement and their 
languages are mutually intelligible. This in turn means that there is a greater 
degree of discursive encounters between members of the three groups and this 
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frequency of contact coupled with intelligibility of the three languages facilitates 
research and in particular comparative research. This paper analyzes discourses 
of the Bosniak and Serbian political elites. Discourse is in itself a contested con- 
cept, but for the purpose of this work I will use the following definition. Dis- 
course is a “network, a structure or a system of narratives, a scheme of storytel- 
ling about social situations and events” (Tenumh, 2019, 57). These schemes of 
storytelling are rather vast and one needs to select a relevant sample for analysis. 

Lene Hansen suggests that the researcher should follow three criteria for 
selecting texts. The relevant texts or in this case interviews “are characterized by 
clear articulation of identities and policies; they are widely read and attended; 
and they have the formal authority to define a political position” (Hansen, 2006, 
76). Firstly, the interviews selected were held during an election campaign and 
the interviewees are politicians embroiled in a campaign. Because of this fact 
they are incentivized to clearly articulate identities and policies. Furthermore, the 
specific case of B&H tripartite political structure fosters clear articulation of 
national identities. Secondly, interviews selected should be widely read and at- 
tended. This paper primarily focused on three networks: Face TV, BN TV and 
NIBIH. These three networks are popular on Youtube where they have: 190 
000, 202 000 and 269 000 subscribers respectively (Social Blade, 2020). Since 
online Youtube audience doesn’t necessarily reflect the popularity of these net- 
works among the TV viewing public, their share among TV audiences was taken 
into account. “Audience measurement” company, a subsidiary of Nielsen com- 
pany, conducts audience share research in B&H. According to their latest re- 
search, BN TV has the largest share in B&H (BNTV, 2020a). Since these num- 
bers fluctuate, this paper has also included BHRT and RTRS, as established tra- 
ditional networks with a lesser online presence. Thirdly, texts selected should 
have formal authority to define political positions. The interviewees are presi- 
dents and prominent members of political parties and/or heads of political insti- 
tutions. They have the formal authority to define political positions. Further- 
more, the interviewers were selected for a similar reason. Senad Hadzifejzovié 
(“Face to Face”, Face TV), Suzana Raden Todori¢é (“Puls”, BNTV) and Mato 
Dakovi¢ (“Telering’, RTRS, formerly OBNTV) are established journalists in 
B&H, with decades of experience as opinion makers in the country. Amir Zukic, 
as the director of program of N1IBIH and host of “Pressing” show on the same 
network is also an influential media personality. As we shall see in the rest of the 
paper, these interviewers are not merely conduits for the narratives of their inter- 
viewees. On the contrary, they frame and direct the conversation and in doing so 
exhibit some elements of populism themselves. 


Populism as a political logic 


The populism as a political logic approach has been pioneered by Ernesto 
Laclau, but has been taken up by other scholars over the years. Laclau’s works 
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on populism draw upon his and Mouffe’s prior works, most notably from (He- 
gemony and Socialist Strategy). It is here where they explain some of their key 
concepts. The most relevant ones for this paper and ones that are the ontological 
basis for Laclau’s (On Populist Reason), are the following concepts: logic of 
equivalence, logic of difference, democratic subject position, popular subject 
position, floating elements and organic crisis. The logic of equivalence is quite 
simply the “logic of simplification of political space”, while the logic of differ- 
ence is the “logic of its expansion and increased complexity” (Mouffe and La- 
clau, 2014, Kindle’, 2848-49). If the first logic prevails in a particular political 
group, then that locus within the field of discursivity becomes the popular sub- 
ject position, a “position that is constituted on the basis of dividing the political 
space into two antagonistic camps”, while a democratic subject position is a 
clearly delimited position, but it doesn’t divide society into two antagonistic 
camps (Mouffe and Laclau, 2014, Kindle, 2869-71). It is only when floating 
elements, in the form of various democratic demands, are articulated into a chain 
of equivalence, that the popular subject position is formed. For this to happen the 
society in question has to be in an organic crisis, which Laclau drawing on 
Gramsci, defines as “‘a conjuncture where there is a generalized weakening of the 
relational system defining identities of a given social and political space, and 
where, as a result there is a proliferation of floating elements” (Mouffe and La- 
clau, 2014, Kindle, 2960-62). 

Hegemony, even though it was the title of their book, remained a nebulous 
concept. It could be identified with a discursive formation, held by a chain of 
equivalence and holding power in a society. However, Laclau does define he- 
gemony clearly in his (On Populist Reason). It is there that he dubbed hegemony 
“the operation of taking up, by a particularity of an incommensurable universal 
signification” and he calls these particularities embodying unattainable fulnesses, 
empty signifiers (Laclau, 2005, 70). For Laclau populism is a type of political 
logic, which is based on the construction of internal frontiers and identification 
of an institutionalized Other (Laclau, 2005, 117). Then a name must be chosen to 
serve as an empty signifier and a multitude of demands must be equivalently 
inscribed into the chain of equivalence. These are the three aspects of populism. 
However, some preconditions need to be met before populism arises as a coun- 
terhegemonic force. For Laclau there are also three key preconditions for popu- 
lism: 1) agonistic frontier between the people and the elite; 2) equivalential ar- 
ticulation of demands and 3) unification into a stable system of identification 
(Laclau, 2005, 74). The frontier is the critical element of populism. For Laclau 
“the destiny of populism is strictly related to the destiny of the political frontier: 
if the frontier collapses the people as a historical actor disintegrates” (Laclau,

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2005, 89). The entire operation proceeds as follows. A singular demand, a sym- 
bol or a leader is elevated to the position of a signifier of the larger universality, 
the people. A chain of equivalence forms around this demand and it expands, 
gradually creating a popular identity which in itself then becomes an empty sig- 
nifier (Laclau, 2005, 95-96). Once such a signifier has been chosen it is then the 
recipient of affective investment on the part of the people who identify with it, 
which is also a necessary element of populism (Laclau, 2005, 115-17). The con- 
cept of agonism bears a bit of explanation. Agonism is Mouffe’s concept which 
is inspired by Schmitt’s antagonism and is in juxtaposition to it. Mouffe claims 
that there are three types of Others in modern democracies: competitors, enemies 
and adversaries. The first compete for power within the system and do not ques- 
tion the ruling hegemony, the second seek each other’s destruction or elimina- 
tion from the political field, while the latter agonistically battle for implementa- 
tion of their respective hegemonic projects but accept the Other’s legitimacy 
within the political (Mouffe, 2013, Kindle, 274-300). For example, the SPD and 
the CDU in Germany are competitors in this sense, while the Linke and AfD are 
adversaries to the SPD-CDU-CSU hegemonic project. 

Going back to the topic of this paper, we can view Republika Srpska as a 
popular identity emerging from a hegemonic struggle. According to Mouffe “the 
objective of the hegemonic struggle consists in disarticulating the sedimented 
practices of an existing formation and, through the transformation of these prac- 
tices and the institutionalization of new ones, establishing the nodal points of a 
new hegemonic social formation” (Mouffe, 2018, Kindle, 596-600). Crucially 
for Mouffe no political frontier and no identity is set in stone. “The people and 
the political frontier that defines its adversary are constructed through political 
struggle, and they are always susceptible to rearticulation through counter- 
hegemonic interventions” (Mouffe, 2018, 833-36). According to this ontological 
framework, in the beginning of the 1990s an agonistic frontier was established 
between the emerging nationalist elites and the ruling communist elites in SFRY, 
and SRB&H as its constituent republic. The SDA, HDZ and SDS created a coun- 
terhegemonic block, while the communist elite fractured along reformist vs hard- 
liner lines. Instead of creating a stable system of identification, the new ruling 
nationalist elite fractured along national lines within two years. In other words, 
the elements of the chain of equivalence were disarticulated and rearticulated 
into new “popular identities” defined along national lines and a new agonistic 
frontier was set up. This frontier turned antagonistic and deadly in 1992 and the 
war lasted until 1995. Thus, while B&H couldn’t achieve the third step in La- 
clau’s process, Republika Srpska did manage to create a stable system of identi- 
fication. 

Subir Sinha in his paper (Fragile Hegemony: Modi, Social Media, and 
Competitive Electoral Populism in India), dissected the rise of Narendra Modi 
and the BJP in India, through the implementation of Laclau’s political logic ap- 
proach. Drawing upon Mazzoleni, Sinha notes that “in today’s media-saturated 
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world, constructions of the leader and the people are mediated by popular culture 
and mass media (Mazzoleni, 2007), the first functioning as the reservoir of 
meaning from which populists draw their style and content and the second as the 
site and mechanism for their dissemination” (Sinha, 2017, 4160). Sinha thus 
claims, which is implied by Laclau, that the choice of empty signifiers is limited 
by the local culture. For example, the disparate groups whom Modi has tied to 
his own chain of equivalence came to be derisively called bhakts, or devotees. 
This term was later embraced by the bhakts as a badge of honor and a signifier 
for the entire chain of equivalence around Modi and the BJP. “To form a coun- 
terpeople, there must be a counterarchive on which to build a counternarrative” 
(Shina, 2017, 4175). This is exactly what Modi did. He used the rich archive of 
speeches, Wikileaks documents, news articles etc., all of which painted the Con- 
gress party as corrupt and beholden to the Nehru and Ghandi dynasties. Going 
back to the topic of this paper, populists in B&H are limited and shaped by exist- 
ing political and cultural archives. For example, the Serbian side uses the Islamic 
Declaration of Alija Izetbegovi¢ as a focal point from which they can construct 
the narrative of the Bosniaks, the Bosniak elite or the wartime Republic of B&H 
as being islamist in nature. Conversely, the Bosniak side uses the Memorandum 
of the Serbian Academy of Sciences and Arts as the focal point around which 
they construct the narrative of Serbs, the Serbian elite, Republika Srpska, Serbia 
and the JNA as aggressors and greater Serbian nationalists. Internally, within the 
two national groups, various speeches, news articles, interviews are foci around 
which they construct a narrative of the corrupt elite, versus the people repre- 
sented by the opposition parties. 

Anna Cento Bull in her paper (The role of memory in populist discourse: 
the case of the Italian Second Republic), takes the political logic approach and 
identifies one of its key weaknesses. She argues that populists deploy “common 
myths based on a collective memory of an imagined past”, which are used to 
reimagine and reconstruct “the nation’s and/or democracy’s ‘founding moment’” 
(Cento Bull, 2016, 213-14). Cento Bull claims that “it can be argued that con- 
structing a ‘people’ requires not only developing empty signifiers but also con- 
structing powerful myths that draw on a collective memory of an imagined past 
in order to define who belongs to ‘the people” (Cento Bull, 2016, 217). In other 
words, myths about the founding moment of the nation are that extra bit of glue, 
which adds substance to an empty signifier and allows for a stable system of 
identification to develop and “stick”. She takes the concept of the founding mo- 
ment from Richie Savage who claimed that founding moments represented “the 
illusion of a once existing unified society that would otherwise be perfect if not 
for the disruption or disorder represented by the “enemy”” (Savage, 2012, p. 31). 
The populism as a political logic approach is implicitly counter-hegemonic, 
meaning that it is supposed to be the weapon of someone rallying against the 
established hegemonic order. This need not always be the case and the ruling 
elite can very much use the populist logic to paint the counterhegemonic Other 
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as a threat to society and the state, thus stabilizing their own chain of equiva- 
lence. In B&H, a country with a complex political structure, a hegemonic block 
can rule within a canton, be counterhegemonic within one entity and participate 
in the hegemonic structure of its own national ingroup on the state level. This is 
the case with the Sarajevo Quartet (Sarajevska Cetvorka’) as will be evident in 
the following chapters. 


Nation vs State 


Probably the central conflict between Bosnian populisms is the issue of 
state vs its nations. First, we need to define a couple of concepts. Under the term 
of state, I here refer to a political entity which has a: permanent population, de- 
fined territory, a government and a capacity to enter into relations with other 
states (the Montevideo Convention, Article 1, 1936, 25). Regarding the nation, 
there are a number of approaches to the problems of nations and nationalism and 
going into the minutiae of these problems is beyond the scope of this article. 
When referring to the concept of the nation this paper uses Benedict Anderson’s 
definitions of the nation as “an imagined community and imagined as both in- 
herently limited and sovereign” and also as “a solid community moving 
up(down) history” (Anderson, 2016, 6, 26). This definition stresses the con- 
structed, voluntaristic and collective nature of the nation, but also its longevity 
and a historically long salience of identification. The Serbs are thus a nation be- 
cause they imagine themselves as a limited and sovereign people, who have been 
moving through history as a solid community for a millennium. Nationalism on 
the other hand is “an ideological movement for the attainment and maintenance 
of autonomy, unity and identity on behalf of a population deemed by some of its 
members to constitute an actual or potential nation” (Smith, 2014, Kindle, 223- 
25). Smith also gives a definition of ethnie as “a named human population with 
myths of common ancestry, shared historical memories, one or more elements of 
shared culture, a link with a homeland and a measure of solidarity, at least 
among the elites” (Smith, 2014, Kindle, 1369-71). This is especially important 
since in Bosnian discourse, particularly among the “secular” or “pro-Bosnian” 
parties in Federation of B&H it is common to refer to the constituent nations as 
ethnie, thereby downgrading them in status. Another typical misnaming in popu- 
lar culture is calling new populist parties “right wing”. Such parties apart from 
referring to the nation, can have widely different policies. Because of that, I find 
that the following concept best describes this phenomenon. “National populism 
is an ideology which prioritizes the culture and interests of the nation and which 
promises to give voice to a people who feel they have been neglected, even held

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in contempt, by distant and often corrupt elites” (Eatwell and Goodwin, 2018, 
Kindle, 924-28). Having defined these concepts, we now move on to the subject 
at hand. 


A good example of how journalists can frame a conversation and exhibit a 
form of populism themselves is the interview of Elemedin Konakovic, the presi- 
dent of People and Justice (Narod i Pravda-NIP) for the N1 TV network. The 
interviewer, Amar Zuki¢ begins the interview by lambasting the national leaders 
Covié, Dodik and Izetbegovié for visiting Zagreb and Belgrade, instead of the 
three members of the Collective Presidency. Zukié concludes his introduction 
with an emotionally charged statement. “The state is nowhere to be found. The 
institutions are nowhere to be found, only meetings of leaders of neighboring 
states with the local national [narodnim] tribal chiefs [poglavice] . About B&H 
agreements are made everywhere, except in this country” (N1, 2020a, 00:15- 
1:00).* This is a clear-cut example of a demoting of national leaders to ethnic 
tribal chieftain and presenting them as a threat to the state. His guest Konakovi¢ 
echoes the same sentiments stating that Izetbegovi¢ “has accepted this story with 
Dodik and Covié of an exclusively ethnic concept of B&H”, which he has 
proven by going to Zagreb himself “instead of shouting and loudly saying ‘no, 
that will not do, Bosniaks do not want this, Bosnians do not want this, we want a 
multiethnic, civic [B&H] in which all ethnic groups will have all rights, religious 
and otherwise” (N1, 2020a, 31:02-32:20). B&H is this political identity, the 
empty signifier, which “all Bosnians” want, but it cannot fully be articulated 
because the “ethnic” elites, chieftains to be exact, are preventing this. Thus, we 
have all the hallmarks of populism: a people vs the elite dichotomy (Bosnians vs 
ethnic chieftains), the state serving as an empty signifier and inscription of vari- 
ous demands of national, religious and other groups in B&H into a chain of 
equivalence. The elite Other is institutionalized, they are the leaders of the “con- 
stituent nations” and are preventing the empty signifier to become a stable sys- 
tem of identification and a functioning state. This type of populism I have 
dubbed Bosnian statist or pro-state populism. Konakovi¢ also clearly identifies 
the elite Other within his own national in-group. “We will not negotiate in the 
name of Bosnians and Bosniaks as if we were on the flea market (pija¢arski°), as 
the current elite does. They have achieved their goals, they [meaning SDA] have 
achieved what they wanted, while at the same time delivering unto them the 
whole state. Look at the story around the House of the Peoples, Dodik and Covié 
who have absolute power. The two of them are the lawmakers of B&H, because 
what they don’t want to pass, doesn’t pass” (N1, 2020a, 39:10-39:30). Ko- 
nakovié also lambasts SDA for their faux patriotism as being all talk. He proudly

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states that he was a volunteer in the War but his cantonal government, the Sara- 
jevo Sextet®, also helped to rebuild the Vidovdan Memorial Chapel. (RTRS, 
2019). He contrasts himself with Bakir Izetbegovi¢, who is currently a warmon- 
ger but has supposedly spent the war in his father’s cabinet, something he was 
accused most famously by Zeljko Kom&ié in 2006. (Zgode i nezgode obiénog 
covjeka, 2020). 

Konakovi¢ is not alone in his Bosnian statist populism. Nermin Nik8i¢, 
leader of the SDP party has echoed the sentiments of Konakovié and Zuki¢ down 
to the point of calling the three leaders tribal chieftains and presenting the SDA 
as part of the same nationalist elite Other as HDZ and SNSD (N1, 2020b, 2:40- 
4:29). Predrag Kojovi¢, president of NS and another leader of the Sarajevo Quar- 
tet has similar views. Kojovi¢ agrees with NikSi¢ and Konakovic, and adds that 
these leaders claim “that they are for the EU, that they want Bosnia in the EU, 
but they are doing everything to stop that from happening.” (BHRT, 2020b, 
44:45-45:10). This narrative of real and fake European is something that is fre- 
quently expressed by Bosnian politicians. Bogi¢ Bogicevic, the new mayor of 
Sarajevo, stresses in his interview with Zuki¢ that “nationalists and chauvinists 
do not only hate other nations, they especially hate the members of their own 
nation who do not hate others” and that because of the Dayton system these 
“people have made nation into a profession” (N1, 2020c, 7:07-8:10). In this in- 
terview the problem of framing by the interviewer is again evident. Zuki¢ intro- 
duces Bogicevic by asserting that “in a sea of nationalists and populists, rare are 
those who rise above the dominant matrix and who truly want what’s best for all 
people in this country. One of those people is our guest tonight.” (N1, 2020c, 
0:23-1:20). As we can see, Bosnian statist populism is again exhibited by both 
the interviewer and the interviewee. 

This sort of sentiment was even echoed by the High Representative Valen- 
tin Inzko. He too presented nationalist elites and Dodik in particular as threats to 
the state and peace. According to him, the Serbian leaders have been doing their 
people a disfavor by celebrating people like Karadzi¢ “who is a personification 
of evil” (FACE HD TV, 2020a, 10:49-11:00). He finds that he, as an Austrian, 
has the right to advise Serbs and their elites on how to deal with their past. “We 
got rid of that heavy burden. It is a great burden when one doesn’t deal with his 
past. I am certain that there are a lot of good Serbian people who would like to 
break [raS¢iste] with their past and move towards the future.” (FACE HD TV, 
2020a, 8:49-9:30). It is implied by Inzko that only through cleansing of the cul- 
ture and history from these “war criminals” can the nation be clear of collective 
guilt. Regarding his view of the state of B&H he asserts that it was founded and 
recognized in 1992. Hence “there can be no separation, since there was no unifi-

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cation. Bosnia had existed before. It continues the statehood and tradition of the 
Socialist Republic B&H, but the internal administrative division were hashed out 
in Dayton” (FACE HD TV, 2020a, 20:45-21:10). 

Izetbegovic himself shares many of the same views as leaders quoted 
above, even though they seek to ostracize him from their chain of equivalence. 
He states that these dinners in Zagreb and Belgrade are signals of “support for 
Mr. Dodik and Mr. Covié and their policies” (BHRT, 2020a, 1:10-1:39). The 
two of them have been trying to delegitimize B&H for 15 years, spreading fears 
of Bosniak domination, while “in reality domination was achieved in RS by 
SNSD’ over Bosniaks and Croats” (BHRT, 2020a, 4:08-4:22). Izetbegovi¢ thus 
conducts a double populist movement, constructing Croatian and Serbian na- 
tional elites, in particular Covié and Dodik, as threats to both the state and the 
Bosniak nation. He has the exact same issue with the House of the Peoples as 
Konakovi¢, claiming that pro-Bosnian parties “civic parties, leftist parties, SDA, 
SBB and others” make up 66% of the electorate, however “through the Houses 
of the People Covié and Dodik are confining them to 33%. They are cramming 
the 60% into the Bosniak third and the aim is to hammer this in” (Hayat Media 
BiH, 2020, 8:20-8:30). He distinguishes between his party and the “civic” parties 
and through his interviews it is evident that he would very much like to have a 
civic voting base of sorts, one that would not merely be confined to Bosniak 
votes and quotas. He takes great offense with being compared with Dodik and 
Covié and explains this with the following. “When the people are suffering, a 
part of the people starts to accuse those who defend them. When they cannot 
solve their real enemies, they turn towards their own. This sort of thing happens. 
And then on this energy politicants and populists build their story” and that SDA 
in truth “steadfastly guards the substance of B&H, multiethnic substance, at the 
cost of bringing the High representative as the over-power [nadvlast] here, so 
that he can even dismiss us. We have paid a great price” (Hayat Media BiH, 
2020, 12:55-13:50). Izetbegovié thus exhibits a form of Bosniak national popu- 
lism, alongside Bosnian statist populism. The two populisms share the same 
empty signifier (the state), the same institutional Other (nationalist elites), but 
SDA frequently references the Bosniak nation as having a special role in defend- 
ing and maintain the state. For Bosnian populists, nations ought to be irrelevant. 

With Serbian leaders their views on the B&H state are diametrically oppo- 
site to those expressed by Bosniak politicians (and journalists). The state in their 
discourse is a threat to the Serbian nation and to Republika Srpska. For example, 
Nenad NeSic¢ the president of the DNS party, up until November a coalition part- 
ner of SNSD for 15 years, has been drifting towards the opposition in RS. Suz- 
ana Raden Todoric¢, host of the popular “Puls” show on BNTV invited NeSsi¢ to 
explain this change of policy. During the interview she asked why isn’t DNS 
abstaining from voting on veto actions proposed by SNSD. Suzana asserts that

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the veto institute has been devalued by SNSD, but NeSi¢ disagrees. “We said that 
we will always support the veto when the interest of RS is in question. And re- 
garding the veto here they will always have the support of DNS, because for us 
the interests of RS are above all games, for truly RS is something that makes life 
possible for the Serbian people here” (BN TV, 2020b, 17:44-18:00). DraSko 
Stanivukovi¢, at of the time of this writing the mayor of Banja Luka, expressed 
similar sentiments. In an interview with Senad Hadzifejzovic he stated that “RS 
has been created through the struggle of the Serbian people and the wish of the 
Serbian people for freedom.” (FACE HD TV, 2020b, 38:05-38:10). He said this 
in response to the interviewer’s constant assertions that both FBIH and RS 
should be done away with. To use his exact expression, he “would like that B&H 
aborts both its twins” (FACE HD TV, 2020b, 36:21-36:28). 

Dodik also has similar views on the RS vs B&H conflict. He criticized the 
Bosniak concept of “normalcy”, which is according to him, a centralized state 
without RS. (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 30:38-31:16). When HaZzdifejzovi¢ claims 
that the RS is illegitimate and that even its name was created by foreign powers, 
Dodik retorts that “we Serbs gave it its name man [bolan]*! We want up to Pale 
on the 9" of January.” and he stressed that “if the Dayton Accords are not re- 
spected, then RS becomes an independent country” (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 
32:10-32:20). Hadzifejzovic claims on the contrary that if the Dayton Accords 
are not respected that RB&H is coming back. Dodik disputes this, claiming that 
although RS wasn’t the signatory of the Dayton Accords, it was the signatory of 
the New York and Geneva Papers which preceded it. Thus, RS brought its sov- 
ereignty into B&H and has the right to it take back. To sum up, we can clearly 
see that the Bosniak leaders see the State as their reference point, the empty sig- 
nifier for a potential Bosnian civic identity, a stable system of identification. 
Serbian leaders likewise see the entity RS as this empty signifier and a politically 
entity which they have affective attachments. In their discourse it is clear that 
they view RS as a product of the struggle of the Serbian people and the political 
framework which guarantees their freedom and existence in B&H. 


Elite vs People 


The radical separation between the people and the institutionalized elite is 
the sina qua none of populism. But what happens when the institutionalized elite 
are themselves perceived as populists? In B&H we have a particular problem. 
The three key ruling parties (HDZ, SDA and SNSD) and their leaders are viewed 
as national populist by their rivals. Furthermore, the parties themselves are per- 
ceived as being heavily dominated by the will of the leader and dependent on 
him. For average members these parties are clientelist machines, or so the oppo- 
sition claims. It is because of this that opposition leaders, both on the Bosniak

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and Serbian side, are using an appeal to expertise, as a means of attacking the 
ruling elites within the country. 

For example, during his interview with Konakovi¢, Zuki¢ explicitly asked 
will there be non-party people in the new cantonal government, to which Ko- 
nakovié replied that there will be many more such people (N1, 2020a, 15:35- 
15:43). In fact, Konakovié stressed that what separates his party from the ruling 
ones is “placing competent cadres at the governing positions of institutions” (N1. 
2020a, 23:39-23:50) and that out of this competent cadres 57% were members of 
parties, while 43% were unaffiliated. This refers to the Sarajevo Sextet govern- 
ment which fell apart in January 2020 when SBB and DF defected to the SDA 
(VOA, 2020). Stanivukovic likewise was proud of his campaign for not using 
party logos, merely his name. “Enough with the partocracy...I speak always to 
the people, citizens, to that man who wants change, no matter his party affilia- 
tion.” (BN TV, 2020c, 8:08-8:32). During this interview on BN TV, Stani- 
vukovic frequently claimed that “‘a cult of the system” should be established, to 
supplant the existing “cult of the individual’. This is to be achieved by a merit- 
based process of appointing officials, a change he promised to bring about. 
Srdan Mandi¢, NS candidate for and eventually the municipal president of Cen- 
tar Municipality of Sarajevo’, echoed the same meritocratic We vs corrupt Other 
sentiments. He stated that during the Sextet all businesses were conducted in a 
transparent manner, while with the SDA there have been cases of for example 
“the minister of culture going to the bathroom, coming back and missing 3 mil- 
lion KM'°. This is how SDA does things.” (FACE HD TV, 2020d, 7:18-7:38). 
Practically all opposition leaders stress the importance of economy and demo- 
graphics as the two key problems. The ruling elites are according to the opposi- 
tion responsible for these two problems. Even NeSi¢ claimed that these issues are 
paramount and nothing has been done about them. (BN TV, 2020b, 42:58- 
46:21). 

We now turn to two leaders, Milorad Dodik and Neboj8a Vukanovic¢, who 
espouse a special form of anti-elitism, anti-colonialism. Vukanovi¢ is probably 
the fiercest opposition leader in terms of rhetoric towards his in-group rivals, 1.e., 
the ruling Serbian political elite in RS. During an interview on BN TV, he 
threatens them with massive protests in front of their offices, on the local and 
entity level. “We will tell them ‘come down kadi!’ [kadija], come down and 
submit your invoices’ and we will bring 1000-2000 people. Then you will know 
how these judges can work, when thy can’t come back home!” (BN TV, 2020d, 
10:14-10:40). This is a clear-cut example of populism, using the energy, strength

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and the mass of the people to force the elite to do “the people’s will”. However, 
Vukanovic is also the only opposition leader analyzed in this paper who clearly 
expresses anti-colonial sentiments. “Foreigners here want to make of us a sani- 
tary cordon, to put migrants here, to have us buy their junk, to take our best doc- 
tors, best professors and to turn us into a modern colony. We mustn’t become a 
foreign colony, we have to have authentic people from this land (prostora), who 
will have the hutzpah [imati stav] and who will fight for the interests of this poor 
[veseli]'* people who remained in these lands.” (BN TV, 2020d, 19:13-19:32). 
In this he is of a similar mind as Milorad Dodik, who believes that the chief 
problem in B&H is a “furious group of foreigners” who “do not think of us as 
intelligent beings” (RTRS Vyesti, 2020, 12:53-13:14). Vukanovié and Dodik 
may agree on the negative influences of the foreigners, but Vukanovi¢ sees 
Dodik and the local elites as a comprador elite, lackeys to foreigners. “You have 
Milorad Dodik, I shouldn’t mention him that much, but that man is ready, and 
this I guarantee, to sell all of us. Not Elektroprivreda, not Forests of Srpska, "° but 
Republika Srpska itself’ (BN TV, 2020d, 25:45-25:55). Conversely the Bos- 
niak/Bosnian side frequently pleads for the foreigners to become more involved 
in the affairs of B&H and sees them as guarantors of B&H sovereignty. This 
view is unanimous among the leaders analyzed, but is most clearly expressed by 
Dzaferovic and Kom$ic, after Russian foreign minister’s Sergey Lavrov’s visit to 
B&H. They state that the High Representative is “necessary for B&H because 
the dismissal of the OHR from B&H is supported by powers who constantly 
speak of secession and further ethnic divisions” and add that “the High Repre- 
sentative cannot leave B&H until B&H changes its current constitution and en- 
ables the normal functioning of the state.” (BHRT, 2020d, 13:22-15:08). 


Myths and Memory 


Much like in the Italian case, as presented by Cento Bull, B&H is also a 
battleground of memories. Within the two national B&H groups analyzed in this 
paper, there is a great deal of narrative consistency in regards to how history is 
perceived. Conversely, the two national narratives are antithetical to one another. 
I have touched upon this in previous chapters, but here is where we will focus on 
the conflicts over memory. Two broad topics stand out: The Second World War 
and the War of 1992-1995'*. Within said topics two points of contention stand 
out: the nature of the Srebrenica war crime and the role of the Chetniks in the 
Second World War. For the Bosniak side, both the opposition and the ruling 
SDA, Srebrenica is a genocide and the entire War of 1992-1995 was a combined

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greater Serbian and greater Croatian aggression. Bosniaks and all patriotic Bos- 
nians merely defended their country and homes and their war was just. Regard- 
ing the Chetniks, for Bosniaks these guerrilla forces were simply fascists. On the 
Serbian side, Srebrenica is perceived as a war crime, but not a genocide. The 
War was an attempt on the Bosniak side to marginalize the Serbs and create an 
Islamic state. Serbs defended their homes, their freedom and even Yugoslavia 
and their war was just. The Chetniks are viewed as an antifascist guerrilla, as 
were the Partisans and both guerillas were dominated by Serbs, while other na- 
tions, particularly Bosniaks and Croats, fought for the fascist Axis powers. 

“In collective memory mental images become icons and stories become 
myths, whose most important feature is their persuasiveness and affective effec- 
tiveness,” (Asman, 2011, 43). Myths can be fabrications of history, but they also 
mean “a form by which history is seen through the eyes of identity. In this ver- 
sion myth presents affective incorporation of one’s own history.” (Asman, 2011, 
44). One of the more glaring examples of this affective incorporation of personal 
stories and mental images into the collective history, is the interview of Srdan 
Mandié with Senad Hadzifejzovic on Face TV. Mandi¢ proudly spoke about his 
family’s Partisan heritage and then moved on to a personal family trauma of his 
mother during WW2. Namely his mother’s family were Partisans and were tar- 
geted by the German Nazi soldiers. Mandi¢ retells, in graphic detail, how his 
mother witnessed the death of her own mother, three sisters and a cousin; who 
were gunned down at the hearth of their home. Hadzifejzovié then follows up by 
asking “When you entered into the ranks of the Army of B&H voluntarily in 
1992., which didn’t yet exist, did you have that scene, those scenes in mind or 
does a man merely grow with, he grows and grows and it becomes completely 
natural for him to defend his city?” (FACE HD TV, 2020d, 16:40-17:14). This is 
rather ingenious, if unseemly, mnemonic operation. Hadzifejzovic links the two 
founding moments of B&H, the two multicultural antifascists struggles, through 
time and space, symbolically fusing them into one moment, in what Anderson 
calls, horizontal or Messianic time (Anderson, 2014, 24). Thus, a personal fam- 
ily trauma is affectively and symbolically incorporated and recontextualized 
within the Bosniak (or Bosnian) narrative of the War of 1992-1995 and WW2. 
Mandi¢ gives a lengthy answer, talking about the start of the war, but he eventu- 
ally says that he had no dilemma with whom he should side, as it came naturally 
to stand by his friends and neighbors. “I always like to say, as in 1992., so too 
today, or in 2018, I am on the right side.” (FACE HD TV, 2020d, 21:11-21:22). 
Mandi¢ conducts his own mnemonic operation, linking his choice to defend his 
country from the nationalists in 1992. and 2018. and 2020. This implies that 
SDA stands on “the wrong side”. Bakir Izetbegovi¢ and the SDA share this Bos- 
nian narrative and as I have mentioned before, struggle not to be lumped in with 
subversive Serbian and Croatian nationalists. In fact, when asked during an in- 
terview of what would the representatives from Mrkonjié Grad’> think about the 
situation in B&H now, he claimed that they would not be shocked since they

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“fought with their guns against Chetniks and Ustashas” and that the nucleus of 
those two nationalisms, those two fascisms and exclusivisms has always been 
here, albeit at some 5%, unlike today where it is at 40%. (BHRT, 2020a, 2:57- 
4:00). He states that he hopes the “civilized” forces will win over the “retro- 
grade” ones. If we take into account his claims that the “secular” parties and 
SDA, SBB and others comprise 60% of the electorate and that these two “fas- 
cisms” have 40% support, that practically means that all voters voting for Ser- 
bian and Croatian parties in B&H are supporting fascists, nationalists and exclu- 
Sivists. 

The two Bosniak and Bosnian struggles of the 1940s and 1990s are almost 
identical antifascist struggles, where the Bosniak is seen as a victim and a de- 
fending side. Furthermore, the Bosniak side is, according to the Bosniak collec- 
tive memory and historiography, the victim of multiple genocides over the cen- 
turies. Some Bosniak authors assert the nation survived as many as 10 genocides 
(Filandra, 2012, 368 and Imamovic, 2006, 570-571). The most important one is 
Srebrenica, around which their contemporary national narrative is built. It is a 
form of victimological identity, one that seeks “media attention, societal accep- 
tance in equal measure as material restitution and symbolic reputation.” (Asman, 
2011, 95). It is especially important for the Bosniak identity, such as it is, to re- 
ceive recognition from the perpetrators of the supposed crimes against the col- 
lective Self. In other words, the collectives Self seeks to be acknowledged by the 
Other as its victim. This is something that is echoed by all the actors on the Bos- 
niak/Bosnian side. For example, Kojovic says that he believes that the Quartet 
concept of the state will win in the long run. For this to happen, they need to find 
partners in RS who would try to answer the problems of the past with “a com- 
mon stance, principled stance, towards the territorial integrity of B&H, court 
verdicts which deal with that period; to somehow, how should I say, construct an 
accord [sporazum] which would allow us to finally look and go forward.” 
(BHRT, 2020b, 17:48-18:31). 

On the Bosniak and Bosnian populist side, the Serbs and RS are perceived 
as a closed society in need of guidance. In brief, uplifting RS from its 
closeminded state, its nationalism and its celebration of “war criminals” is a 
form of “Bosnian(k)’s burden”. As Bogiéevic states “the gap between the victim 
and the perpetrator must be bridged by reconciliation, without sacrificing truth 
and justice and without anyone suggesting oblivion (zaborav).”, adding that “the 
victim unfortunately was always the one to give its hand first.” (N1, 2020c, 
39:22-40:15). Bogicevié also criticized Stanivukovié for taking a picture with 
two men carrying a Chetnik flag, as a form of accommodation to his voters, a 
return to “fascist ideologies” and their promotion. (N1, 2020c, 16:39-16:59). The 
implication here is that the Serbian voting public in RS is receptive to “fascism” 
and that Serbian politicians have to play at being “fascists” in order to get votes. 
Thus, the narratives of both the opposition and the ruling Bosniak parties are 
very similar. Serbs are a people that need to be uplifted, civilized, along with 
their politicians, by their betters, Bosniaks, Bosnians and European powers. As 
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Izetbegovic claims “Serbs will need to get a new ruling elite [rukovodstvo] or 
the ruling elite should change, so that it isn’t leading towards their youth emi- 
grating and pensioners having smaller and smaller pensions” and for that to hap- 
pen, young politicians such as DraSko Stanivukovic¢, will need to change and 
learn. “He will need a guiding hand. I think he will need a guiding hand of the 
international community. He cannot do it alone; he will need our hand.” (BHRT, 
2020c, 20:37-21:42) 

Serbian memories and myths of the Second World War and the War of 
1992-1995 are completely different than the ones expressed by Bosniak leaders. 
This is most clearly expressed with Hadzifejzovi¢é and Zuki¢, who push their 
Serbian guests to acknowledge the Bosniak (or Bosnian) narratives. For exam- 
ple, Zuki¢ pressed Stanivukovi¢ about his picture with two men waving a Chet- 
nik flag, claiming that Stanivukovi¢ “broke the hearts of the people of Sarajevo 
with that Chetnik flag” and despondently asking “do you need that to win in 
Banja Luka?” (N1, 2020e, 25:11-25:30). The interview is permeated with these 
types of questions and Zuki¢’s pleas towards Stanivukovic¢ to “rise above ethno- 
nationalism” and to work more on intra-entity cooperation, instead of cross-state 
Serbian cooperation. (N1, 2020e, 36:56-37:37). Stanivukovié on his part stresses 
that different peoples have different views on various historical events, that 
“these different views should be accepted” and that we should move on (N1, 
2020e, 40:23-40:40). This is something the interviewer had a hard time accept- 
ing and he kept asking Stanivukovic¢ to “rise above nationalism”, which finally 
produced an affective answer. “I have risen above it ser, but you have not. When 
I say you, I mean the media [Zuki¢ laughs]. I am serious. What is the meaning of 
this? I have never gone on any media in the Federation where I have not been 
asked about: Srebrenica, genocide, Tudman, this and that.” (N1, 2020¢e, 52:20- 
53:13). This damning indictment of the Other, who perceives himself as secular 
and multicultural, as a nationalist, is something the Serbian leaders often do, 
when two narratives clash over memories of the past. 

Regarding the 1992-95 War Stanivukovic¢ valorizes the role of the Army of 
Republika Srpska and insists that the interviewer pronounces its full name and 
not the acronym VRS. On the topic of WW2 Stanivukovié states expresses the 
familiar trope of the Serbian national narrative of the two antifascist movements, 
but he also adds. “The Chetnik movement is the Yugoslav Army in the Father- 
land and it was the first official antifascist resistance movement [in Europe] and 
the first liberated city was Loznica and those are the facts.” (FACE HD TV, 
2020b, 1:02:59-1:03:11). The interviewer, Hadzifejzovic, throughout the course 
of the interview mostly asked question and delivered rhetorical jabs. However, at 
the end of the interview he succinctly expresses and distils the Bosnian statist 
populist narrative, with kind words, expressed in a fatherly voice and spoken 
from a position of a “wise elder”. He claims that the national RS name is the 
greatest burden to the Serbian people in Bosnia and he asks of Stanivukovic the 
following. “When you meet with Vucicé tell him that it is in the interest of Serbia 
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that Bosnia is what the Serbs have lost, what we all have lost. Yugoslavia. Be- 
cause we are the only vestige of her. And this is that organism, the mixed mar- 
riages, the three peoples, the tradition and culture and multiethnicity; and none 
of that is artificial.” (FACE HD TV, 2020b, 1:17:25-1:17:56). Appeals to multi- 
ethnicity, to a bygone era of international peace, to the mixing of cultures and 
constructing Bosnia as that ideal, the empty signifier, a rump empty signifier of 
what Socialist Federative Republic of Yugoslavia was, is the sina qua non of 
Bosnian state populism. 

Hadzifejzovic reproduces this kind of narrative to the letter during his in- 
terview with Milorad Dodik. In the opening minutes he looks at his guest, points 
to a panorama of Sarajevo behind them and exclaims “This is Sarajevo” and 
“Look at it big man! [laf¢ino]” and “Das ist Walter!” (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 
1:20-1:39) to which Dodik replies that the city is missing its Serbs. The “das is 
Walter” part is a reference to the mythologized resistance fighter in WW2 Sara- 
jevo, code named “Walter”. Specifically sentence refers to the final line of the 
movie of the same name, where a German officer looks at the city and says “Das 
ist Walter’, meaning that the entire city is the resistance, the antifascist Yugoslav 
hero. This is again a skillful mnemonic operation, whereby a cultural symbol and 
artifact is affectively appropriated and incorporated into a contemporary Bosnian 
identity. There is of course conflict over the nature of the War of 1992-95, spe- 
cifically over the nature of the disappearance of 150 000 Serbs from Sarajevo, 
who moved to RS. For Dodik that was ethnic cleansing done by the Bosnian 
Army, while for Hadzifejzovic the Serbs voluntarily left Sarajevo, after being 
urged to do so by KrajiSnik and other Serbian leaders (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 
23:23-24:40). Regarding the WW2 issue, Dodik has similar views as Stani- 
vukovic. He claims that Draza Mihajlovic, should have streets in RS as “he was 
a commander of an allied army, one of the allied armies. Serbs had two allied 
armies, one was the Chetnik movement and the other was the Partisans.” (FACE 
HD TV, 2020c, 45:56-46:28). For Hadzifejzovi¢ Chetniks are fascists that 
“hunted down their own people, arrested them and delivered them to Jasenovac” 
(FACE HD TV, 2020c, 47:25-48:31). 

Hadzifejzovié “activates” the all-important question of the nature of the 
Srebrenica war crime by simply asking what was Jasenovac. He thus creates a 
moral impetus (or imperative) of reciprocity; I acknowledge your national 
group’s collective suffering as genocide, you should acknowledge my own 
group’s suffering as such. Dodik replies that Jasenovac “was a genocide, but 
Srebrenica is not a genocide.” (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 51:13-51:17). The debate 
then goes one on and Hadzifejzovic eventually plays a video from 2007., where 
Dodik acknowledged to Hadzifejzovié during an interview that Srebrenica was a 
genocide. This is a great example of how, in Subir Shina’s words, a counter ar- 
chive is used to construct a counternarrative. Hadzifejzovi¢ uses this video to 
turn Dodik’s narrative of Serbian “turncoats” who are on the Bosniak side, such 
as Bogi¢evic and Mandic¢, right back against Dodik. turning Dodik into a “turn- 
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coat” from his original secular, anti-nationalist, Bosnian positions and defector 
to the Serbian nationalist side. Dodik replied that he was once a legalist, but 
when he learned that “the international community didn’t have the same ap- 
proach for the suffering of Serbs, as they had for the suffering of Bosniaks and 
that international community installed the Court in Hague as a court for Serbs” 
he then changed his mind. (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 55:18-56:13). 

Regarding the start of the war, while Hadzifejzovi¢ sees Karadzic and 
MiloSevic as the ones who are to blame, Dodik is of a different opinion. He be- 
lieves that during the war all sides suffered. “How much was Karadzic¢’s blame, 
that as much was the blame of Alija Izetbegovi¢ and his Muslim concept of the 
state, which we could not accept and will not accept.” (FACE HD TV, 2020c, 
1:00:47-1:01:00). This is in reference to the famous Islamic Declaration written 
by Aliya Izetbegovic¢. It is one of the frequent tropes in the Serbian archive used 
to support their own narrative and lambast the Bosniak one. Similarly, the SANU 
Memorandum is used on the Bosniak side. Particularly interesting is that Ko- 
nakovi¢é references the Second SANU Memorandum from 2011 stating that the 
freeway lines in B&H are “as they were drawn in the Second SANU Memoran- 
dum” (N1, 2020a, 21:12-21:44) and that they deliberately bypass Bosniak com- 
munities such as Gorazde and those in Sandazk, while connecting Serbian ones 
across both sides of the border. I will end this chapter with the so called, “third 
party” among the Serbian politicians, Nenad NeSi¢ and the DNS. When he was 
being pressed by Emala BudZovié, a journalist from N1 B&H on the 9" January 
Constitutional Court decision, in the sense that he should accept the Republic 
Day of RS as being illegal, Nesi¢ defiantly claimed that he will celebrate it and 
suffer the consequences. He expressed hope that Budzovic and other Bosniaks 
would celebrate 9" of January together with the Serbs in the near future. She 
denied such a possibility, visibly unnerved by the proposition and stated that that 
date evokes horrendous memories for many victims. NeSi¢ replied “Imagine 
what the 1“ of March'® evokes with me; the killing of the Serbian wedding guest 
Nikola Gardovié, the overruling of the Serbian people in B&H and so forth.” 
(N1, 2020f, 25:22-26:00). The interviewer ends the interview by stating that they 
will never celebrate 9" of January together, but they may at one point celebrate 
the 1“ of March. Ne&i¢ retorted that they will stick with the 9". 


Conclusion 


B&H is a country which is the crossroads of populisms. All actors, gov- 
erning or not, along with media personalities use populist logic in their dis- 
course. Regarding the economic content of populism, the political leaders pre- 
sented precious few economic policies. Stanivukovic and Vukanovié stood out

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as market and leftwing populists, in the economic sense, but further research is 
necessary. On the issues of state and memory this paper has identified three dif- 
ferent populism: Bosnian state populism, Bosniak national populism and Serbian 
national populism. Regarding the state Bosniak and Bosnian populisms have 
similar views, with notable differences. The Bosniak national populist discourse 
gives to the Bosniak people and the SDA an exceptional role in the state’s crea- 
tion and maintenance. Conversely, for the Bosnian side, “the people” are almost 
never referred to as Bosniaks, but as citizens or “Bosnians” and the SDA and 
Bosniak nationalists are lumped together with Croatian and Serbian ones as the 
institutionalized Other. Dino Konakovic stands at the border between these two 
populisms and further research is needed. All Serbian leaders express Serbian 
national populism, with the Serbian people and Republika Srpska serving as 
empty signifiers and the state of B&H, tacitly or not, is represented as a hege- 
monic threat towards the Serbs and RS. Regarding the problems of memory, the 
Bosniak and Bosnian populisms are practically indistinguishable, with both see- 
ing the War of 1992-1995 and WW2 as antifascist struggles against Serbian and 
Croatian nationalists, fascists and aggressors. For the Serbian side, both the op- 
position and the ruling parties are unanimous in perceiving the War of 1992- 
1995 as a struggle of the Serbian people for freedom and WW2 also within two 
antifascist movements, the Chetniks and the Partisans. Crucially the interview- 
ers, particularly Zuki¢é and Hadzifejzovic, clearly reproduced Bosnian state 
populism and directed their conversations towards the nodal points of this dis- 
course. In short, this paper concludes that practically all the actors in B&H poli- 
tics and some of the most prominent media actors are populists.
